The making of nails is one of the 
oldest American, as it is one of the 
oldest English, industries, but in Great 
Britain the greater part of the product 
has been hand work. In America ma­ 
chine work. 
Of modern nails, the wire or French 
nails and the common cut nails are 
made In quantities which far ex ceed 
all other kinds. 
The wire nails have 
increased enormously In general use 
during recent y ears, but there are still 
many purposes for which cut nails are 
preferred. 
The process of making wire nails is 
ex ceedingly simple and almost wholly 
automatic. 
A large reel or spool of 
wire of a size equal to that of the 
shank of the nail to be made feeds 
forward at each revolution of the ma­ 
chine a piece of wire equal to the 
length of the nail and a fraction of an 
inch more. 
This 
is seized firmly 
by clamps, 
which 
straighten 
while they hold it, 
and at the 
same 
time a pair of ja ws 
so cut 
the 
wire 
a s to leave a sharp 
point to the nail. 
Before the clamps let go their hold 
a hummer, the fa ce of which is a die, 
strikes the other end of the wire a 
sharp blow, which forms the head. 
The clamps have corrugated sur­ 
faces, not merely to hold the nail more 
securely , but to impress upon It a 
series of ridges and depressions, which 
make It harder to draw out wheu 
once drive* home. 
\ 
The muklug of cut nails is less auto­ 
matic and much harder. 
Any one who 
has seen a uailmuker at work will un­ 
derstand the aptness of the old ex pres 
siou, to “ work like a nailer.” The Iron 1 
for cut nails is first rolled into sheets, 
the thickness of which is equal to the ' 
thickness of the nail. 
It is then cut , 
into pla tes as wide as the nail is long ; 
and of such length as a man can han­ 
dle conveniently , say from fifteen to 
twenty inches. 
The nail cutting machine is a heavy , < 
compact piece of mechanism, not much 
larger than a sewing machine, before 
which the uailmuker sits on a stool. 
► It consists of but little more than a 
pair of shears, strong enough to cut 
iron three-eighths of an Inch thick, and 
a heading hammer. 
Any one who will ex amine a cut nail 
will find that the shank tapers, not on 
all four sides from the head, as he may 
ha ve supposed, but on two sides only . 
The other two sides ore parallel. 
It is 
the neglect to notice this fa ct which 
leads so many persons to start a nail 
into wood In a way which splits it. 
From u small furnace near the ma­ 
chine the nailmaker draws a plate 
which has come to a dull red heat. 
Holding this by means of pinchers, he 
feeds the edge farthest from him to the 
J aws of the machine. As they descend 
they shear a tapering strip from the 
edge. 
This is seized by clamps, which 
hold it just long enough for the head­ 
ing hammer to strike the blow which 
forms the head uud then drop it. 
Now, 
if 
the 
nailer 
were 
simply 
to push the plate forward again tho 
tapering character of the strip which 
is sliced off would destroy the rectan­ 
gular shape of the plate, and the nails 
would neither be of a length nor have 
square heads and points. 
To obviate 
this difficulty the plate must be turned 
over between every two nails that are 
cut, so that the head of the nail will 
come alternately from one side of the 
plate and from the other. 
This—and it is the principal part of 
the nailer’s work—Is done with a sim­ 
ple turn of the wrist, and the plate is 
fed forward as before. 
As the ma­ 
chine^ run a t considerable speed, and 
the “ fiop” m ust be accurately timed 
in order that the end of the plate may 
meet the shears at the right moment 
and in the right place, the difficulty 
and the tiresome nature of a nail- 
maker’s work may be imagined. Some 
idea of it may be had by holding the 
thick end of a shingle in a pair of 
tongs and attempting so to turn it 
with a single motion of the wrist that 
alernate sides will lie uppermost on a 
table. 
A good nailmaker will make from 
1 two to four flops—that is, will cut from 
tw o to four nails—a second, the smaller 
nails, of course, being made more 
rapidly than the larger ones. 
As the 
I plate grows cool it is returned to the 
j oven to be reheated, and another plate 
takes Its piace. 
j 
A nailinaker’s hands and arms a l­ 
wa y s show the character of his work 
by the tremendous development of cer­ 
tain special muscles and by callouses, 
which become as hard as horn. 
The common names of nails—six pen­ 
ny , eightpenny , tenpenny , and so forth 
—are believed to be corruptions of six 
pound, eight pound and ten pound, 
names given in England to denote the 
weight of one thousand of a given kind 
of nails. 
Six penny and eightpenny 
wa s an easy step from “ six pun’ ” and 
“ eiglitpun’.” — Edward Willlston Trentz 
in Youth’s Companion.

SHERMAN FLAYS GRAFTERS 


In an Address at State Convention of 
the Y. M. C. A. 
Lieutenant Governor Sherman ad­ 
dressed the state convention of the 
Young Men’s Christian association at 
BloomlDgton Friday night as Gover­ 
nor Deneen’s substitute. The speak er 
flayed the grafters in public life and 
made a plea for honesty. He deolared 
public opinion is strong enough in 
any village or city to enforoe the laws 
without calling on the state authori­ 
ties.

meetings which will begin two week s 
from today I feel constrained to speak 
to you of its importance, preparation 
and benefit. 
I lik e the word revival better than 
“protracted meeting” or “series of 
meetings” because it suggests four 
things which are needed in every 
church, vigor, enterprise, enthusiasm 
and victory. In every congregation 
there is enough talent power 
if q uick ­ 
ened into oonseorated action to stir 
any aity. Moody defines a revival as 
a bringing forth 
from obscurity .” 
Literally the word means to live again 
and the application must be to those 
who hay o tailed the good word of life, 
but who through eln and dleobedianoe 
had grown old and inert. 
Yon reoognize the faot that there 
are revivals lavishly advertised and 
faultlessly organized that do not 
re 
vive and all the money and influence 
this city could afford would not mak e 
them a success. 
All the wealth in 
the bank s of England poured into 
Wales would not have brought about 
the Welch Revival. 
It tak es some 
thing more than money and influence 
to hold a great revival. 
Think of the 
decision days that do not decide, of 
the committees that do not commit, 
of the trained work ers, 
who do not 
work . 
Then think of the thousand 
men and women, who are church 
members only, standing off saying 
what is the m atter with our cburoh. 
It does not seem to have much power 
in 
the 
community. 
We need 
a 
preacher who can reach the masses. 
The whole trouble is in them and the 
worldly condition into 
which the 
church has drifted. There is a flood 
tide of worldliness in our churches to­ 
day that is driving out the Spiritual 
power and influence. 
I would that 
we could realize that the membership 
of this church needs a revival of in­ 
dividual and church life 
A revival) 
which draws us nearer to God and fills 
us with his spirit and love. It is not 
numbers that count. If we do not 
have a single addition and we are all 
made better by a whole surrrender to 
God, I will feel well repaid for the 
neetings we are going to have. 
First, I want to say a few things 
about the importance of this revival. 
Our responsibility should teach us its 
Importance. All around us are men 
and women dying without God, with 
out hope, without excuse. Mothers 
are weeping for their wayward sons, 
wives are praying for their uncon­ 
verted 
husbands, 
fathers 
are 
bowed in grief 
over their sinful 
ohildren on their way 
to 
death 
and 
destruction. 
Others, 
who 
chain to be followers of the lowly 
Nazarine are sitting idly by while 
they go on to an endless perdition.

Akron, O., O c t 23. — Secretary of 
W ar T aft delivered his first speech 
of the Ohio campaign here.

w as noted in the Democratic vote in 
Ohio this fall.

TOGO R E P O R TS A T TO K IO 


J ie i Dropped in to Tell th e M ikado 
That He Hus R eturned from 
t he \V ar. 
Tokio. Oct. 25. 
Yesterday was made 
memorable in the annuals of .» pan by 
the public entry of Admiral Togo, who 
came to report to the emperor the re­ 
turn of his fleet from the war The dis­ 
tinguished naval officer arrived at the 
Shimbnshi station at 10:30 a in. 
He 
was met by ministers of state, gener­ 
als, admirals, members of the diplomat­ 
ic corps and hundreds of officials and 
private citizens, who ex tended him a 
warm welcome to the capital. 
The party entered five imperial car­ 
riage* placed at their disposal, and led 
by his majesty ”s aide. Admiral Inouve, 
drove direct to the palace, where they 
were received In audience by the em- 
peror. Admiral Togo’s carriage, escort­ 
ed by a bod.vguurd of troopers, passed 
through a triumphal arch in front of 
the railway station. 
'The streets were 
lined with an adm iring 
cfowd 
who 
shouted hearty banzais. Admiral Togo, 
after his audience with the emperor, 
returned to his ship. 
In receiving Ad­ 
miral Togo’s report the emperor warm- 
lj praised the service rendered by him, 
his officers and men.

An ex plo rer iu tlie wilds o f no rthern 
Australia writes; “While at wo rk o ne 
Jay Mr. Hingsto n fo und an abo riginal 
dwelling which revealed evidences o f 
architectural design seldo m display ed 
by Australian abo rigines.

dently a main camping depo t, o val in 
shape, abo ut six teen feet lo ng and fo ur­ 
teen feet high. 
It was built o i lay ers 
o f straw intermix ed with a go o d stiff 
clay . Small o penings as windo ws were 
numero us all ro und'the sides. 
lb e 
do o r was the o nly drawback. 
This 
was a mere burro w ho le abo ut o ne lo o t 
fro m the gro und, and o ne was co m­ 
pelled to crawl in o n all fo urs to enter 
this primitive ty pe o f mansio n. 
When 
we cleared the river we ancho red at 
Maria island. 
Seeing so me o f 
the 
blacks o n the beach we went to inter­ 
view 
them. 
They 
were apparently 
frightened, ho wever, and abando ned 
the cano es o n which they were at wo rk 
-itud cleared into the bush. 
Care was 
taken no t to interfere with their po s­ 
sessio ns, and pipes and to bacco were 
left where the natives co uld And them. 
Rambling abo ut we came upo n an o pen 
space o f co nsiderable ex tent marked 
o ut in large squares with sto ne, o n 
which were planted, three to five feet 
high, five o r six ho llo w po sts, which 
were stuffed full o f human bo nes. 
All 
the po sts were painted red. We do ubt­ 
less had stumbled upo n a sacred spo t. 
There were so me nice skulls, but no t 
a thing was Interfered with. 
“ A few miles up the river we struck 
a big camp o f natives, but they cleared 
Into the bush as so o n as they caught 
sight o f us. 
We waited so me time at 
the camp, and the blacks returned, sat­ 
isfied that we did no t intend mischief. 
The usual presents o f to bacco and pipes 
were given, and they were received 
with the greatest satisfactio n. 
Indeed, 
we became perfect friends fo r the time 
being. 
To seal the friendship, o r, per­ 
chance, it may have been the native 
fashio n o f ‘lo o king to ward y o u,’ a great 
buck came to me with a wo o den ves­ 
sel shaped like a cano e in his hand and 
full o f ho ney . 
I no ticed o n the to p a 
ball o f grass. The chap held the ho ney 
to me, but I sho o k my head, so be to o k 
the ball o f grass, whisked it abo ut In 
the sirup and po pped it into his mo uth. 
After sucking it dry he put it back into 
the ho ney , and when nicely so aked o f­ 
fered It to me again. 
He evidently 
wished me to fo llo w his ex ample, but 
I passed. 
There was a fine iguana o n 
the fire, Just nicely co o ked. 
Tills I 
did try , and it was really go o d—just 
like chicken.”

Rat and ro ach catching at the steam­ 
er do cks and o n o cean liners Is o ne o f 
the queer w ay s men have o f making a 
living. 
And a go o d living they make 
at It, to o —so metimes as much as $10,- 
000 a y ear. 
The men who do it never 
advertise, because the business do es no t 
so und as well as it .pay s, and a man 
who se ho use is built o ut, of dead rats 
and co ckro aches wo uld just as so o n no t. 
have his neighbo rs kno w it. 
Once a y ear do cks and piers are turn­ 
ed o ver to the rat catcher for a night. 
The man who has made a fo rtune at 
the bu siness in New Yo rk still wo rks 
with his men, fo r the secret of the busi­ 
ness is his and he trusts it to no o ne. 
Rats run every where, but ro aches have 
a special liking fo r ro pe lo ckers, and 
here they swarm by tens of tho usands 
unless the pier o wners have a co ntract 
with the rat and ro ach catcher, who , 
after a tho ro ugh o verhauling, guaran- j 
tees freedo m fro m the pests fo r a y ear. 
Whenever an o cean liner reaches po rt, j 
whether o n this side o r the o ther, it is i 
turned o ver fo r a night to Hits same 
man. 
Guts do much to ward keeping , 
ships clear o f rats, but, o f co urse, have 
no effect o n ro aches. 
On this side o f 
th e’Atlantlc ro ach*catching is the mo re j 
impo rtant branch o f the business, while j 
o n the o ther side wharfs are almo st j 
as full o f rat catchers as the ships are 
o f rats. 
These o nce wo rked witli ferrets, but 
no w they use chemicals. 
Large cag e­ 
like traps are used, in which lettuce 
leaves are placed after being sprinkled 
with a liquid—o nly the catcher kno ws 
w’hat 
Whatever it is, it is as irresistible to 
rats as the weird piping o f the pied 
piper was to the rats o f Hamo lin to wn. 
No matter ho w cho ice the fo o d in the 
lo ckers and In the ho ld, the rats leave 
it instantly when they smell the my s­ 
terio us liquid o n the lettuce leaves. 
It 
do es no t kill the rats, and herein lies 
ano ther secret o f the pro fits o f the busi­ 
ness, 
Live rats are wo rth mo ney in 
England, where they are used fo r train­ 
ing terriers.
